1 . DURING UN SECURITY COUNCIL (UNSC) CONSULTATIONS OF THE WHOLE 
MARCH 15, PRESIDENT BOYA (BENIN) SCHEDLUED FIRST FORMAL MEETING 
ON MOZAMBIQUE OFFSET FOR AFTERNOON MARCH 16. SUBSEQUENTLY, AMB 
SALIM OF TANZANIA PROPOSED THAT QUESTION OF EXPANDED 
RHODESIAN SANCTIONS SHOULD LOGICALLY FOLLOW ON AFTER MOZAMBIQUE 
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AFTERWARD THAT HE WOULD HAVE NO OBJECTION TO POSTPONING 
RHODESIAN SANCTIONS DEBATE UNTIL WEEK OF MARCH 22 OR LATER 
EVEN IF MOZAMBIQUE OFFSET DEBATE WERE TO FINISH BEFORE 
END OF CURRENT WEEK. THUS, WE COULD FORESEE UNSC OCCUPIED WITH 
THESE TWO SUBJECTS UNTIL MARCH 23 AT LEAST. 

2. WITH REPORT OF SECRETARY GENERAL S SPECIAL REPRESENTA- 
TIVE WINSPEARE ON TIMOR CIRCULATED MARCH 15 (REFTEL A), 

THERE SEEMS POSSIBILITY OF CALL FOR EARLY CONSIDERATION OF 
TIMOR QUESTION AS WELL. IN THIS CONNECTION, WE HAVE REPORT 
THAT FRETILIN REPRESENTATIVE HORTA HAS ASKED ROMANIANS TO 
REQUEST UNSC DEBATE ON TIMOR. NEVERTHELESS, UN SECRETARIAT 
OFFICIAL HAS TOLD US THAT, FOR TIME BEING AT LEAST HE 
SENSES LITTLE PRESSURE TO HAVE TIMOR CONSIDERED (REFTEL B). 

3. AS REPORTED REFTEL C, KENYA HAS REQUESTED UNSC CONSIDERA- 
TION OF ANGOLA QUESTION. HOWEVER, THERE WAS NO DISCUSSION 
DURING MARCH 15 UNSC CONSULTATIONS OF DATE FOR ANGOLA DEBATE. 
MAY BE NOTED IN THIS REGARD THAT, AS REPORTED REFTEL D. BOYA 
UNDERSTOOD TO HAVE PROJECTED POSSIBILITY THAT NO ANGOLA DEBATE 
WILL TAKE PLACE IN MARCH. PRESSURES REMAIN NEVERTHELESS TO 
HAVE ANGOLA TAKEN UP.
